This program has resulted in many improvements in photo- 
graphic and printing techniques end the developm ent of specialised hardware 
and equipment. Mr, have devoted special attention 

to the development of hardware te implement new technological processes 
developed by them end others in the printing and publishing field. They have 
prepared specifications for inch hardware and have supervised the building 
el special equipment which is now effectively used ia daily printing operations 
in this Agency. A number of these improvements and pieces of equip . cat 
ore covered by patents, granted, contemplated, or applied for In the aa me of 
the Government or employees. 


These two individuals, who art well known in the field of publishing 
end printing, have greatly assieted in the expansion of printing by private 
enterprise by making known new ideas and techniques for various printing 
pre cesses. Their eeatrihatioa to the increase of knowledge of the printing 
and publishing industry includes th<. development el a wide variety of appa- 
ratus not previously available te the industry.
